India at the Cross-Roads. 


The Government of India’s attempts 
te placate sedition’ have failed and it is 
confronted. now with a very alarming 
state of affairs While unrest prevails 
throughout the whole country, Southern 
India is in a mood bordertng upon 
revolt against the British Raj. These 
conditions are the work of two move- 
ments—the Khalifate conspiracy and 
the campaign of non-co-o operation. The 
former, now deeply rooted in the Near and 
Middle East, was at the, bottom of the 
Moplah rising, which remains only half- 


ment, organised and led by Mr. Gandhi, 
has been based hitherto on a policy of 
what may be called aggressive inaction. 
By a process. of simply ignoring "British 
authority, refusing to obey its orders, and 
boycotting British imports, India is to 
abolish all foreign influence and to become 
“free” without the striking of a blow. 
The Governnient has given an immense 
licence to Gandhi—who is revered as a 
Mahatma—with the result that British life 
has ceased to be safe in many parts of 
India; and British prestige has fallen -to 
the lowest ebb. Officials are defjed with 
impunity. Englishwomen cannot walk 
abroad without fear of insult. The Indian 
Civil Service sees the magnificent achieve 
ment of many generations—honest and 
ordered government, discjpline, law— 
crumbling to pieces before its eyes. These 
facts are not realised by people at home, 
who continue to read with ignorant 
optimism smooth reports of the progress 
of “legislative reform.” Among the 
British in India, however, a very different 
spirit exists. They liken the present con- 
ditions to those which obtained before 
the outbreak of the Mutiny. 

Now a definite crisis has been reached. 
The recent atrest of the Ali brothers on 
charges of sedition “has brought Gandhi 
into the open. The Government, as we 
have said, hastreated him with the utmost 
forbearance. The Viceroy, indeed, invited 


to come to terms with him, As happens 
commonly in Oriental countries, Gandhi 
seems to have regarded this patience 
as a proof of fear and weakness. 
His latest move is an act of flagrant 
treason—a public and deliberate attempt 
to seduce the native troops from their 
allegiance ta the Crown. With forty- 
seven other. non-co-operation leaders, 
including “an American named Stokes,’’ 
he has published a manifesto which de- 
clares that no Indian can serve the Crown 
without loss of dignity. It adds: “ We 
are ofthe opinion that it is the duty ef 
every Indian, soldier and civilian, to sever 
his connection with the Government and 
to find other means of livelihood.’’ In a 
further communication to Young India 
Gandhi virtually invites the Government.to 
arrest him. “ Evidently,’’ he says, “the 
Governor of Bombay does not know that 
the National Congress began to tamper 
with the loyalty of the Sepoy in September 
of last year, that the Central Khalifate 
Committee began jt earlier, and that I 
began it earlier still. , . We must 
spread disaffection openly and systematic- 
ally till it pleases the Government to 
arrest us.” That isa challenge which can 
be shirked only at a clearly defined and 
deadly cost, 

The Government of India can do either 
of two things. It can accept Gandhi's 
challenge and put him-and his associates 
on their trial for treaspn, or it can con- 
tinue to gité-them a free hand. The 
immediate results of the former course 
might he serious. The arrest and trial of 
the holy man might provoke disturbances 
on @ large scale which might demand re- 
pression on a large scale. The ultimate 
results of the latter course must be not 
merely serious, but fatal. If the Govern- 
ment chooses to watch jidly until India has 
been made an impossible place for British 
soldier and civilian, until all the sanctions 
of lgw have perished, and until the native 
Army, riddled with disaffection, becomes a 
broken reed, it will have committed a double 
It will 
have shattered the prestige of the British 
Empire in half the-world and it will have 
abandoned India, with her 300,000,000 
inhabitants, to a hideous fate. Gandhi 
talks of his “national’’ movement and 
pretends that to-day, at last, Hindu and 
Moslem are working together for the re- 
demption ef India. The delusion would 
not survive Britain’s' abandonment of 
India by twenty-four hours. It is the 
British Raj alone that has kept the fierce 
Moslem’s hand from the throat and pocket 
of the timid Hindu since the days of 
Clive. At this moment—as Gandhi does 
not tell his followers—the Moplahs are 
forcing Hindus either to accept Islam or 
to dig their own graves. India is not 
a nation, She is a huge congeries 
of more or less dissociable peoples, and 
the departure of the last British ‘soldier 
would plunge half a continent into chaos. 
For its own sake, for India’s sake, and 
for the world’s sake, the British Empire 
dare not ¢connive at this crime against 
civilisation, What, then, are the Govern- 
ment of India’s plans? 


Dublin’s Food. 

print to-day a survey of food 
in Dublin which should serve 
a useful guide to the housewife 
“ profiteer.’’ 
That Dublin is one of the dearest cities 
in the British Isles is only too obvious, 
but even here prices are beginning to fall. 
During the past week there hasbeen an 
appreciable change for the better. This 
commodity has fallen by a few pennies in 
the pound, that by a few halfpence, with 
the result that the thrifty housekeeper 
has been able to save a couple of shillings 
in her total outlay, The people of Dublin 
will be grateful even for this small mércy ; 

but Prices are still far from satisfactory 
and‘ further reductions must be made 
befomp the retailers as a body can be 
acquitted of the charge of “ profiteering.” 
Of course, tó say that they all are 
“ profiteers ” is utter nonsense. Traders, 
like every other member of the community, 
are staggering under a load of taxation, 
and their labour and over-head charges 
have been rising steadily for the last seven 
years... Give a dog a bad name and hang 
him, says, the proverb, and there is no 
doubt, that much of the acrimonious 
criticism that is being directed against the 
Dublin traders is foolish and misinformed. 
Nevertheless, there is a discrepancy be- 
tween wholesale and retail prices in some 
necessaries which no amount of special 
pleading ean justify. Take the case of 
meat. There has been a very heavy fall 
during the past week in the prices of 
cattle, sheep, and pigs in the markets ; 

yet steaks and mutton have been reduced 
by twopenice per pound at the most, while 
lamb and bacon have fallen only by a 
penny. Then take potatoes. They form the 
staple diet of the poorer classes, and 
the interests of the community demand 
that they shall be sold at the lowest 
possible rate of “profit. Yesterday they 
were bought in the Dublin market for 
8s. 2d. per hundredweight and were sold

at la. 3d. per stone, The retail price oí | 
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a hundredweight, therefore, was 10s., of 
which 1s. 10d., or 16% per cent., repre 
sented the trader's profit.  A much lower 
rate would suffice. Other foodstuffs also 
are far too dear. ‘The countryside is 
swarming with rabbits ; yet they are being 
sold in Dublin at from 1s. 8d. to 1s. 10d. 
apiece. Chickens cost 1s. 10d. a pound, 
and fish prices could and should be 
lowered without much loss to the fish- 
mongers. Some kinds of fruit have fallen 
considerably. Bananas, for instance, are 
sixpence cheaper in the pound than they 
were a week ago, and apples, while any- 
thing but cheap, are not so dear as they 
were last Saturday. Pears, however, cost 


from sixpences to a shilling apiece—a price 


which is beyond the reach of nine out of 
every ten ordinary folk. Despite such 
anomalies, the downward movement has 
begun, and under the pressure of intelli- 


gent, as opposed to merely noisy, public 
opinion we may hope that it will continue.

Radium and Cancer. 


‘Radium remains one of the half-ex- 
plored rgmances of modern science. Valu- 
able discoveries have been made during 
the last twenty years, but much has yet 
to be done before the full range of 
its usefulness is revealed. Of late it 
has been advertised as a certain cure 
for cancer, but the highest authorities 


agree that the claim is unsubstantial. Sir 


Thomas Parkinson said recently that the 
use of radium had proved not only ineffec- 
tive in the treatment of malignant diseases, 
but positively dangerous, as its burning 
quality aggravated the maladies. His 
opinion is entitled to respect, but it is 
not shared by a majority of the authorities. 
Professor W. 8. Lazarus-Barlow, for 
instance, believes that the surgeon's knife 
is being displaced by radium as “a defi- 
nitely remedial agent ” for cancer, and he 
declares that one variety of the disease— 
hitherto regarded as incurable—has yielded 
to radiation. Professor Alexis Thomson, 
of Edinburgh University, is more cautious 
in expressing his views. In a lecture on 
Wednesday he claimed that radium could 
not take the place of the knife, but that 
its introduction into a wound after an 
operation had resulted in many cures. 
Unfortunately, experiments with radium 
have been restricted because it is both 
scarce and dear. Over a ton of pitch- 
blende is needed to yield a fraction of a 
gramme. Now, however, Britain is in a 
position to secure comparatively large. 
supplies. The Imperial and Foreign Cor- 
poration has rented the output of the 
Czecho-Slovakian pitchblende mines for 
fifteen years.
